Dear Mr. Dulles: 


In connection with the last world developments I permit myself 
to remind you on our brief conversation in your office in June 1950, 
and also to point out some remarks. 


1. a) 4% scems to me that it is now a last moment for concetration of 
all ai1i-ecfforts on the only one decisive and important sector = Russi- 
an. “t is obvious that Commnist Dictatobship in Moscow menacing the 
whol¢ world could not be stopped but must be destroyed. 1% is clear alI~ 
so that this could be done only by Russian hends with mighty American 
agsiatance on world-wide scale. 

b) It is tradegy that up to now we have no Russian anti-commnist 
action opongored by the United Steses. Not for secondary tactical de~ 
fensive tasks of today, but as military-political cadres: for strate~ 
gic mission using inner vulnerability of the Sovdet Union. I know that 
this bold and yet unpopular action is difficult because of the lefte 
-wing experts on Russian affairs, but it fis a strategic emergency. 


2e Iam afraid that all strategic calculations about eventual assitan~ 
ce bY Tite's *32" divisions are dangerously wrong. I do not know whet~ 
her that comes as a result of lack of information, desinformation or 
even provocatdon, but I am sure that they will NOT fight against Sovi- 
ets. e 

Z continue 
I appreciate this work , but I do not feel that it is a best use of my 
background and experience at these critical times.Some «friends of mine 
from overseas reproach my political "passivity" strongly. They are not 
aware about the conditions in the United States, but they are right tet 
is a last moment for an anté-commnist contre-of fensiive (or ofor prepa- 
ration for such offensive.)
